With the splendid harvest now in view in 
this settlement and the assurance of railway 
communication at an early date, the present 
would seem to be a most favorable time to 
make a big push to bring the resources 
and advantages of the Edmonton district as 
prominently as possible before the people of 
Eastern Canada, to whom we must look 
for that early increase of population 
upon which our hopes of the future so much 
depends. We want more people in order 
that our vast and varied resources may be 
turned more quickly to valuable account. 
We want labor and capital to transform the 
latent wealth of our lands, our forests and 
our mines into active wealth. Isolated as 
we have been we could only expect that in 
the past our attractions,however great, would 
be passed by for the lesser but more easily 
accessible and available attractions of other 
places. Hitherto we have been fighting the 
battle under difficulties, but new with rail- 
road construction well under way we may 
consider that circumstances which before 
fought against us are now fighting for us. 
Now isthe time, not toslackcen but to re- 
double our efforts.

in ». Ross’ hall to discuss the advisability of 
incorporating the town in view of the pre. 
sent railway prospects, J. A. McDougall 
chairman, ©. F. Strang, secretary. 

The chairman explained the object in 
view in calling the meeting. It was to get 
a full and free expression of public opinion 
asto what means had best be taken to ad- 
vance the interests of the town at the pre- 
sent time.

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A HARD ROAD TO TRAVEL. |

Riviere Qui Barre, who received a letter 
from them by the hands of an Indian named 
Paul Montanais, It appears that on reach- | 
ing the Pembina near Lac In Nonne they 
built alarge flat boat and loading all their 
outfit on it, except the horses and mutes, 
which were driven overland, started down 
the river. Before reaching the Athabasea 
into which the Pembina empties, their boat 
was swamped and everything they had 
thrown inthe river. A great deal of the 
outfit was lost altogether and all of it 
was wet. They saved what they could and 
started again on their journey with the flat 
boat, and had reached a point about 40 
tiiles down the Athabasca when they met 
the Indian, who was coming up the river 
hunting. They gave him $50 to come in to 
Mr. O'Donnell’s place with a letter and 
bring back a supply of matches. The letter 
stated that they had then been five weeks 
without a fire, all their matches having got 
wet when the boat was swamped, In driv- 
ing their thirteen mules and nine horses 
along the Pembina, which in that part of its 
course flows through a succession of mus- 
keys, they lost four of the mules and the 
rest of the mules and horses were very poor. 
The men themselves were nearly starved, 
having been compelled to eat raw food for so 
long, but they still kept moving on. The 
Indian came in four days to Mr. O’Donnell’s 
place and would require as many in which 
to return, There are only four men in the 
party. It is scarcely possible for them to 
reach Peace river this fall, having such a 
large outfit to handle. They have their 
wagons with them yet. 

HARVESTING operations are reported from 
various parts of the settlement this week, 
but they will be in full biast all over next 
week. The weather of this week has been 
the best for ripening that could possibly be 
imagined, cloudless sunny days and cool 
dewy nights. Another week of, such weath- 
er—and we are almost certain to have two 
or three weeks of it—will ripen all but the 
very latest grain, and ensure the most 
abundant harvest even reaped in the district. 
Even now that much is practically assured. 
Wheat, oats and barley, roots and vegetables 
all give equal prospect of a marvellous yield. 
In low-lying and outlying localities the cold 
dip of the night of the 15th has marked the 
potatoe tops, corn and such like but that is 
all, Outside of the settlement, however, 
there was several degrees of frost. This 
shows the influence of cultivation in doing 
away with the danger of summer frost. 
Besides tending to keepaway frost cultiva- 
tion quickens the process of growth and 
ripening so that wheat sown on land which 
has been say five years under cultivation 
will ripen from a week to two weeks earlier 
than that sown on exactly similar land but 
only broken the year before. If the farms 
at least in this part of the Northwest adjoin- 
ed as in Ontario and had an equal proportion 
under cultivation frost would be as unknown 
here as there.
